This war has not been a 
war between this nation and another 
nation, but a war against the foun- 
dations of society. 

“This Christian civilization has 
gone through a process similar to the 
fate of the man who went down 
from Jerusalem to Jericho and fell 
among robbers. This Christian civ.!.- 
ization of ours is still in the hands 
of robbers—statisticians diplomats, 
Statesmen, war lords, kings and 
such like. They promise to restore 
the humanity that they have de- 
stroyed by their own supreme power:

In the belief that the ‘‘open-shop”’ crusade is intended to undo everything union labor has 
accomplished and to ‘‘feudalize America,”’ the heads of the American Federation of Labor 
are making war plans. These labor leaders agree ‘‘that a united front must be presented 
to these attacks, and that every unwarranted attempt to reduce wages and working condi- 
tions to prewar levels must be resisted with every legitimate weapon.’’ Thus, as the Balti- 
more Sun notes, labor and capital are lining u p for a finish fight. The leading business in- 
terests ‘‘will bargain collectively with labor only when forced to do so”’ and a ‘‘concen- 
trated campaign of the employers’ interests already has been launched against organized 
labor on the reaffirmation of the ‘open-shop’ principle and on the stand that wages must be 


reduced as part of the process of deflation.”’
